tion, as related by a Saxon major, who escaped 
from the destruction of those terrible days, pre- 
sents one of the most striking instances of nation- 
al and individual heroism that history records. 
** We had penetrated to Inspruck,” says the 
officer “ without great resistance. Our entrance 
into the passes of the Brenner was only opposed 
by asmall corps, which continued falling back,

Among others, [ perccived a man full eighty years 
old, posted aguinet the side of a rock, and send- 
ing death among our ranks at every shot. Upon

In the last volame of Dr. Franklin’s Memoirs 
is the following article on “The Waste of life.” 
Its perusal wile no doubt produce wholesome re- 
flection in the minds even of the most dissolute : 
“ Amersus was a gentleman of lestate ; he 
was bred to no business aad could not contrive 
how to waste his hours agreeably ; he had no re- 
lish for the proper works of bife, nor any taste for 
the improvement of the mind ; he spent ony 
ly ten hours of the four and twenty in bed, he 
» Bas away twoor three more on his couch, and 
as many more were dissolved in good liquor every 
evening, if he met with company of his own hu- 
mor. Thus he made a shift to wear off ten years 
of his life since the paternal est..te fell into his 
hands, One evening, as he was musing alone, his 
thoughts happened to take a most unusual turn, 
for they cast a glance backward, and he began to 
reflect on his manner of life. He bethouglit to 
himself what a number of beings had been made 
a sacnfice of to su his earcase, and how much 
corn and wine had been mingled with these offer- 
ings ; and he set himself to compute what he had 
devoted since he came to the age of a mun: 
“ About a dozen feathered creatures small and 
great, have, one week with another,’ said he, 
given up their livesto prolong mine, which in ten 
years amounts to at least six thousand. Fifty 
sheep have been sacrificed in a year, with half'a 
heeatomb of black cattle, that I might have the 
choicest parts offered weekly upon my table— 
Thus a thousand beasts, out of the flock and herd,

THE EGYPTIAN MUMMY, 


Now exhibiting at Karle & Sully’s, in Chesnut 
street, opposite the State House. 
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Notice was given last week in the Saturday 
Evening Piast, of the arrival in this city, of the 
Egyptian Mummy, presented by Van Lennep & Co. 
of Sinyrna, to the Boston Medical College  W, 
have now the pleasure of presenting to our readcrs 
an accurate fepresentation of the cover of the 
Sarcophagus, in which this curious preservation 
is contained’ together witha clear and very inter- 
esting description of it, from the pen of Dr. War 
ren, Vrotessor of Anatomy and Surgery, at Cam. 
brelge. That gentleman has turned his attention 
ma particular manner to the subject of embalm 
ing, as prac ised by the ancie ate—a subject abound. 
ing wits the most curtous tacts, and ember acing a 
great ewent of historical investigation. We may 
eapect shortly, a work on this departinent of aiiti- 
quiities trope the hand of Chat geatleman 

“The mummy,” says Warren, “presented by 
Mr. Van Lennep to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital, was enclosed in a large deal box. On 
opening thes, the outer coflia or sarcophagus ap- 
pearcd, ay represented im the plate. tt sa wooden 
box, seven feet long, and of a breadth proportion. 
ed to the length, like the proportion of the bu. 
man body. the upper part of it is carved, ina 
very sticking and pecular style, to represent a bu. 
mums heal; and as it appears fromthe authors who 
have described the customs of the Eyyptuns, it 
was intemded to be a hkeness of the deceased per 
son. “The head iw covered with a striped cloth or 
turban, on the upper partol which ows pamted a 
globe.

“ The fourth represents the hearse bearing the 
coffin of the deceased. The hearse has the form 
of a quadruped, per a lion; a style of furni- 
ture very much aflzcted by the Eevptians. The 
coffin is represented as carved at the head. Be- 
low the hearse are fuur vessels, contsining resin. 
ous and odoriferous substances, employed in em- 
balming. At the head and foot are seen the tu'e- 
lary hawk, or vulture, with stretched out wings, 
as tf to protect the hearse, and between them is 
an cye with a tear, the symbol for mourning. 

“ The fifth tablet cansists of hierogivphics. 

“ The sixth, placed on the projecting foot of the 
coffin, exhibits a series of red and white stripes, 
twenty in number, which may be supposed to in- 
dicate the age of the deceased: on the base, sup- 
porting these, stands the tutelary hawk, surround. 
ed by hieroglyphics, and among them is disun- 
guished the eye with a tear.” 

An object so curious as this, can hardly fail to 
atirsct general attention. It would be a reproach 
to the intelligence and science of our city, to sup- 
pose that a curiosity so rare, on this side the At.
